220,000 Volts: 


New Trans-Bay Power Line 
Being Built Near Bridge 


A high voltage electric trans- | 
mission line which Pacific Gas | 
and Electric Company is now | 
building across San Francisco 
Bay parallel to Dumbarton | 
Bridge will bring needed addi- | 
tional power to Peninsula ci- | 
ties and San Francisco, S. L. 
Sibley, PG&E vice president 
and general manager, said last 
week. 

The line will extend 21 
miles from Newark substa- 
tion, a pooling point for pow- 
er from many generating 
plants, to San Mateo substa- 
tion. 

It will provide a second 
source Of 220,000-volt power in- 
to the latter substation, which 
is now supplied over a tower | 
line that parallels San Mateo 
Bridge. 

With related installation of 
greater transformer capacity at 
Newark substation, the project 
will cost approximately $6 mil- 
lion. It is scheduled for com- 
pletion late in 1963. 

From Newark to the west 


| end of Dumbarton Bridge, | 


site of the future Ravens- | 
wood substation, the line 
will be of “bundled conduc- 
tor” construction, the first 
major application of its kind | 
on the PG&E system, Sibley 
said. | 

Bundled conductor consists | 
of two electric cables support- | 
ed on common insulators. The | 
transmission circuit will have | 
six cables instead of three. | 
Each pair of conductors, al- 
though not in physical contact, | 
will interact electrically and} 
function as one conductor. 

A bundled conductor trans. | 
mission line can carry about | 
twice as much power as a con- 
ventional line. More expensive 
steel towers are required, but 
the bundled conductor line is 
more economical to build than 
a second tower line. 

Electrically, the bundled | 
conductor is more efficient 
than a single, larger-diame- 
ter conductor would be. | 

Pile driving to support the | 
concrete footings of the towers 
is in progress near Dumbarton | 
Bridge, and seven of a total of 
89 towers over the 21-mile 
route have been erected to date 
between Newark substation 
and the bay. Other towers are 
under construction. 

The PG&E plans for the big 
multi - million dollar Ravens- 
wood Point substation are not 
complete at present. A compa-| 
ny spokesman said that fill 
work has been going on, but 
added that the new surface 
must be allowed to settle for

It’s a Tough Town 
For Editorial Crusades 


On occasion, this newspaper is accused of being sort of

“namby pamby.” 

Not enough underhanded stuff is uncovered for the 
tastes of some of the readers, who re-currently urge, “Why 
don’t you go on an ‘Editorial Crusade’?” 

We have observed the happenings at city halls and 
police stations; we have sat through long disquisitions about 
school budgets; we have listened to property developers 
try to chivvy a couple of feet of sideyard or a half percent 
of ground coverage from planning commissions. We find 
the members of our public boards and bodies to be reason- 
able and honest men, and we find the public employees 
of the area to be so also. 

Where, then, do we go for a “Crusade?” 

We have a couple of ideas, but they wouldn’t make us 
popular, particularly, though a couple of these “gripes” 
might be used as an excuse for editorial excoriation. 
Recognizing this, we hold in abeyance our zeal for their 
elimination. 

Gripe One, to be Crusaded against: restaurants, bars 
and other places purveying food and beverage to the public 
which can’t find a place for hot water in the rest room wash 
bowls. 

Hopefully, these places wash glassware and dishes in 
hot water, and the texture of the soup occasionally confirms 
that they do. But a variety of reasons — including length 
of pipes that would have to be plumbed in, the amount of 
cold water the patron would have to use before getting the 
hot through the pipes and other considerations — prompt 
the management of such places to leave only one tap on 
the wash basin. 

We can see where conserving water is valuable on a 
railroad coach or in areas where the stuff has to be pumped 
by hand or hauled long distances, but in a civilized urban 
area such as this we think hot water and soap should be 
provided for those preparing to eat or drink. 

Gripe Number Two: We would do the impossible and 
change a social custom — which is a lot harder to do than 
getting a law passed, these days. 

We would inveigh against those women who, dressed 
to the nines and bent on a day of that feminine pleasure 
known as “shopping,” crowd into all eateries promptly at 
the stroke of 12 noon to pre-empt seats which should be 
used by people with a scheduled noon hour. 

We have no gripe against the woman who is grabbing 
a bite while running necessary household errands — shop- 
ping for groceries and going to the bank. She’s got to eat 
too, and her domestic schedule is probably as exacting as 
that of any businessman’s. 

Our “Crusade” here — had we the courage to institute 
it— would be against the essentially idle people who, if 
they would, could show a little more consideration for their 
fellow-men by letting them get a place to sit down during 
the small allotted time they have to eat. 

Gripe Number Three: Those “sleepers” in line ahead of 
you at the bank who are seen to carry a single slip of paper 
or a single bank book and who, on arriving at the window, 
don an evil smile and from labyrnthine pockets pull out 
bags of uncounted change, stacks or uncounted bills, un- 
totalled checks and what have you. 

These people know they're going to be at the wicket 
a long time — almost the same length of time, in fact, that it 
would have taken them to do the same work they're foisting 
onto the teller. 

Maybe banks should provide separate facilities for 
these people — chairs, benches, newspapers and possibly a 
dentist’s office collection of old magazines. The like-minded 
patrons of this chamber could form a fraternity and sit and 
moulder happily together while the teller does their work. 
There are other “Crusades” we can think of. 

Many of them would assure a bomb through the win- 
dow, threats of horse-whipping, vehement attacks on our 
carrier boys and other responses. 

Trouble is, in a community of reasonable people, such 
as this, most of our projected “Crusades” would only apply 
to a small segment of the population or the business man- 
agement. 

This would make the “Crusades” unfair. 

But be warned. We try to keep alert. We attempt to 
anticipate shortcomings in government, planning, public 
management and control. We don't find many, and most are 
speedily remedied by those whose job it is to do so. 

All things considered, this makes things pretty rough on 
a “Crusading” newspaper, does’t it?

According to astronomers at 
the California Academy of Sci- 
ences, Bay Area citizens can 
witness a meteor shower to- 
night, Dee. 13. 

This is the Geminid meteor 
shower which will reach its 
maximum tonight, building up 
from Dec. 10 and lasting 
through Dec. 17. 


At its maximum, an observer 
might be able to see 50 meteors 
per hour if there was no moon 
and the air was clear. 

Unfortunately it will be 
nearly a full moon and will rise 
at about 7:20 p.m., so the best 
hour for observing will be be- 
tween 6 p.m. and moonrise. 

The meteors will originate 
into the constellation Gemini, 
identified by two bright stars, 
Castor and Polux, about 20 de- 
grees above the horizon due 
east.

There are a total of 19 Pro- 
hibition party members resig- 
tered in San Mateo County, in- 
cluding one each in Menlo Park 
and Atherton.

long way to go before it be- 
comes law (it must get the 
approval of the state Board 
of Public Instruction, then of 
the legislature), there are 
some good reasons, apparent- 
ly, for putting it in the mill. 

On the other hand, there’s 
growing opposition to continu- 
ing to load the property tax 
paver with more obligations 
it would seem from the multi- 
plication of “taxpayers associa- 
tions” and other groups that 
property owners feel they have 
been pushed about as far as 
they can be. 

But a “fact sheet” put forth 
by the California Association of 
School Administrators  indi- 
cates that some sort of equaliz- 
ation and some sort of added 
state support for schools are 
both necessary. 

Says the sheet: 

“The state’s share in support- 
ing our public schools has been 
declining precipitously. Cur- 
rently it is at a 15-year low. 
Only nine years ago the state 
and the local taxpayer support- 
ed the public schcols in almost 
equal propositions. Today, the 
local property tax bears the 
brunt of school support.” 

This statement is followed 
by a chart which shows that, 
in the past nine years, the 
state’s share of school sup- 
port has slid from 47.5 per 
cent of the total bill to an es- 
timated 37.2 per cent for the 
current school year. 

During the nine years from 
1953-54 to the present, state 
“average daily attendance”’ ap- 
portionments have gone up 
from $163.16 to $185.87, the 
“fact sheet” goes on to say. But 
in the same period local sup- 
port has increased from $164.50 
to $251.40. 

There’s a whale of a differ- 
ence between the tax rates of 
the various school districts in 
the state, too — the thing that 
emphasizes the need to equal- 
ize tax loads. 

In Alpine County, the school 
district tax is 28 cents; in Little 
Lake School District, Los An- 
geles County, the rate figures 
out to $6.53. 

Thus there’s a variation in 
effort to support schools of 23 
to one, according to the fig- 
ures. 

“There’s a great variation 


feeling the push. Land areas 
are being grabbed up and soon 
homes, shopping centers and 
industries will be going up.

The report goes in to list 
some other comparisons: 

“Present maximum statutory 
tax rates in California are un- 
realistic and largely inopera- 
tive... 

“More than 90 per cent of 
the pupils in the state live in 
school districts which function 
with override taxes... 

“Unification of school dis- 
tricts usually results in reduc- 
ed state support to the area un- 
ified. The potential loss in state 
support has acted as a frequent 
deterrent to the reorganization 
of school districts. The addi- 
tional cost of a single salary 
schedule following unification 
has been an added deterrent... 

“California’s current ex- 
penditure per average daily 
attendance is $472. The cor- 
responding figure in compar- 
able New York State is $615

more public revenue from state 
and local sources in relation to

“Thirty-three states devote a 
larger share of all state and 
local revenue to public schools 
than does California...

Every utility line will be un- 
derground and it was said by 
PG&E officials that the cost 
would be greater initially but 
savings could be expected later.

PG&E officials said 
it would be too costly; but that 
is what they have said for years 
about underground circuits for 
home building. This seems to 
be the only out to save the 
beautiful Woodside area from 
unsightly high steel towers.

The New '63 Roses—Get Your Order In Early, Avoid the Rush 


Growing roses is one of the 
most rewarding phases of gar- 
den life. Not only do you have 
countless old varieties to glad- 
den your heart through the 
years, but each new season 
brings with it still more new 
roses to keep your interest up. 

Now on the eve of another 
bare root season — the busiest 


planting season for rosarians — | 3% 


comes another list of new ros- 
es. It’s a good bet that the best 
of our new rose varieties will 
have been sold out long before 
the bareroot season runs out. 
Shop early and avoid the rush. 

Two exceptionally fine ros- 
es, both hybrid teas, were cho- 
sen as the All-America Award 
winners for 1963. And judging 
by advance orders for them, 
there definitely won't be en- 
ough to go around. 

Tropicana, brightest of the 
AARS winners, is a_ blazing 
orange-red rose of classic beau- 
ty. A tall, vigorous shrub, it 
showed good disease resistance 
in every climate where it was 
tested. The bloom is fragrant, 
as a classic rose should be, and 
long-stemmed for cutting. Best 
of all, the blooms maintain 
their fluorescent orange-red 
coloring and don’t fade, as do 
many blooming things do un- 
der the summer sun. 

Tropicana has been highly 
honored. In addition to win- 
ning All-America honors it was 
given gold medals at Portland 
and Geneva as well as the gold 
medal of the National Rose So- 
ciety of England. Few roses 
in history have done better 
than this in international com- 
petition. 

The second AARS selection 

for 1963 is Royal Highness, 
which is another classic rose of 
pink coloring — a glistening 
pink. Royal Highness has per- 
fectly formed buds, which open 
slowly to their full beauty. The 
blooms are heavily fragrant, 
which makes them that much 
_nicer and are held upright on 
strong stems. The shrub itself 
is smaller than Tropicana, well 
proportioned, and with dark, 
glossy foliage. 

There are good reasons for 
giving first attention to the All- 
America rose selections, for 
they are chosen for honors on- 
ly after extensive trials in test 
gardens all over the United 
States. They have proved them- 
selves time and time again to 
be the best of the breed. 

There are others, however, 
that barely miss out and are 
often deserving of top honors 
in some, if not all, of the dif- 
ferent areas where they are 
tested. One especially good one 
for 1963, which proved an ex- 
cellent rose in California, is 
Chicago Peace, a sport of the 
famous Peace rose, which has 
won so many honors for itself. 

Chicago Peace is a glistening 
pink hybrid tea with yellow, or 
occasionally copper, coloring at 
the base of the petals. It is very 
free flowering, producing a suc- 
cession of bloom on strong, up- 
right shr ubs._
